SECURITY CHIEF COLONEL WAGIH ADVISES THAT THIS IS THE 
LINE EGYPTIAN AUTHORITIES HAVE DECIDED TO TAKE PUBLICLY 
IN EPPORT MAKE INCIDENT APPEAR AS AN ACCIDENT. WAGIH 
ALSO INDICATS THAT POLLOWING PARQUET PRELIMINARY HEARING

HE IS SEMI-CONSCIOUS AND CAN ANSWER SIMPLE QUESTIONS. 
EMBASSY HEALTH OFFICER OBTAINED ANOTHER REPORT TODAY 
FROM DOCTOR WE ASKED LOOK AETER VICTIM. COPY OF THAT 
REPORT SENT BY SEPTEL TO MEDCOMEUR HEIDLEBURG, AS 
REQUESTED BY LATTER. WE DID SO ON CONTINGENCY BASIS,

4. THUS EAR, WITH GOE HELP, WE HAVE BEEN ABLE MINIMIZE 
ADVERSE PUBLIC REACTION TO INCIDENT. OUR IMMEDIATE CONCERN 
WITH PROVIDING BEST MEDICAL CARE FOR VICTIM IS WIDELY 
KNOWN AND MUCH APPRECIATED. EGYPTIAN SECURITY AUTHORITIES 
HAVE LECTURED REMAINING EGYPTIAN GUARDS AT RESIDENT TO 
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CONTINUE COOPERATE WITH OUR MARINE GUARDS. ON OUR PART, 

WE HAVE STRESSED TO MARINES THAT INCIDENT MUST NOT BE 
ALLOWED ADVERSELY AEFECT THEIR RELATIONS AND COOPERATION 
WITH EGYPTIAN SECURITY COLLEAGUES WITH WHOM THEY STAND 
WATCH. AS RESULT, TENSIONS BETWEEN EGYPTIAN AND MARINE 
GUARDS WHICH EXISTED IMMEDIATELY AFTER INCIDENT SHOW 
SIGNS OE SUBSIDING, BUT SITUATION STILL SENSITIVE AND 
BEARS WATCHING. 
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
